Author, Attacked by Man With a

A little green book on manners and mor- 
als in Madison has plunged that manu- 
facturing community into the throes 
civic strife. 

Willlam -Wilhite, former principal of the 
Newport Public School in Madison, is the 
author of the book. He wrote it because 
he was deppsed. In it he has discussed 
Madison meh, methods, manners and mpr- 
als in a very candid manner. 

Because of his literary labors, Prof. Wi!- 
hite was attacked with a club Monday a?:- 
ernoon by Philip Fairchild, and the pro- 
fessor shot Fairchild in the arm. 

Prof. Wilhite, who is a negro, had been 
principal of the Newport school since 1897. 
His removal was the act of a new adminis- 
tration. 

During his incumbency Prof. Wilhite had 
distinguished himself by assailing social 
customs in the community. He had comme 
to be known as “Manners and Morals’ 
by reason of his advocacy of good manners 
and good morals. 

His removal caused him to be more em- 
phatic in his crusade against customs he 
disapproved of. 

The school board, which was elected last 
April, was composed of W. J. Franklin, 
president; T. P. Vermillion, John F. Brey- 
er, B. F. Oliver, C. J. Glenn, O. F. Schooly 
and Samuel Smith. 

Directly after his removal Prof. Wilhite 
wrote his little book and had it bound in a 
green cover, ornamented by a portrait of 
himself. He entitled it, “A Story of a Col- 
ored Teacher’s Experiences and Observia- 
tions While Engaged in Public School Work 
in Newport, or est Madison, IIl."’

By her side sits her young husban4. hold- 
ing her hand and pleading with her to be 
hopeful again and to be reconciled to him. 
as she had so earnestly desired when she 
sent their Httle son for him Monday night 
with word to meet her in O'Fallon Park.

HELL WIN OUT 


Has Not a Doubt But That He Will 
Get Everything Except the Solid 
South and Maryland, Which He 
Leaves Doubtful. 


HE HAS HAD MISGIVINGS, 
BUT HARBORS NONE NOW 


Nevertheless He Will Insist on Vigor- 
ous Campaign to the End and Is 
Giving His Personal Attention to 
the Battle. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 16. — President 
Roosevelt is jauntily confident he will be 
elected. There is an air of cocksureness 
at the White House that makes every 
Democrat who goes there grit his teeth 
and go out on the lawn and swear. 

The President's table of electoral votes 
is a simple affair. He allows the Demo- 
crats the 151 votes of the South, puts 
Maryland in the doubtful column, and 
claims everything else himself. 

“I have received reports from New 
York,”” he said to Senators Cullom and 
Hopkins of Illinois a few days ago, “that 
indicate a plurality for the Republicans 
that would surprise you if I told: you the 
figures.’’ 

Chairman Cortelyou was here yesterday. 
This morning the President was even in 
better humor than before Cortelyou camé 
with his latest batch of reports. . There 
were not many callers at the White 
House, but to those who did call the 
President expressed himself as tremen- 
dously satisfied with the situation. 

Cortelyou thinks, privately, that the Re- 
publicans will win easily. He has already 
received preliminary reports from most of 
the states where there will be contests. 
These reports show, according to White 
House information, that there is to be no 
difficulty in Nw York, New Jersey or Con- 
necticut, and that Indiana and Wisconsin 
are safe. 

Just before he was nominated the Presi- 
dent had a period of depression about 
Wisconsin and Indiana. Warller in the 
year he was worried about New York and 
New Jersey and Connecticut. 


Confident of His 
Hold on People. 


He has put ali those thoughts aside, he 
has faith in his own strength with the 
people, and the men who come from the 
firing line tell him sfories that increase 


his optimism. 
He has put New York up to Odell. The 


chairman-governor must win to preserve 
himself politically. The President was 
shrewd about it. He ordered Cortelyou 


to assume no responsibility. 

“Make Odell do it.’"” he said; and Cor- 
telyou has told Odell what he must do. 
His worst quarter hours were about In- 
diana. “The corporations can carry In- 
diana whichever way they like,” his Inti- 
mate advisers told him. At that time he 
did not know that the corporations, or 
most of the big ones, are with him, and he 
has no further fears of Indiana. 

John Kern, Gov. Murphy and the other 
New Jersey Republican leaders say ft is 
folly for the Democrats to think of carry- 


ing that state. The President believes 


what they say. 

Spooner has told him that he will com- 
promise if the decision in Wisconsin goes 
against him. That, to the President's 
mind, makes Wisconsin sure. 


Elimination Makes 
Reports Better. 


The President has such an abounding 
egotism that he can easily turn an un- 
favorable one by making such elimina- 
tions as he thinks his personality will de- 
mand. If he gets a report that a certain 
city is not so strongly Republican as it 
might be, he is likely to say, “Pshaw; that 
cannot be true, for I know of a hundred 
or a thousand Democrats who will vote 
for me.” 

The President talks freely about the cam- 
aign with his friends. He was nervous 
ast January. He was scared in February 
and March. He has gradually worn down 
his nerves and his fears, and he is now as 
cheerful as if the ballots were cast and 
the count in his favor. 

But he is insisting on a vigorous cam- 
paign. He does not intend to let his own 
optimism decrease effort. He is a hard 
taskmaster. He sends suggestions by tele- 
—— and telephone to Cortelyou every 
ay, and he loads the mail with long let- 
ters of advice and suggestions. He in- 
sisted on speeches by big Republicans in 
Vermont, because he demands that the 
Vermont majority shall not fall below the 
normal. 

He personaly assigned a couple of cabl- 
net ministers to Maine. He intends to 
make a good showing there, too. He has 
picked out passages of his own speeches 
and state papers and essays for circulation. 
He selected the executive committee and 
many of the subordinates in both the 
Eastern and Western headquarters. It is 
his campaign for his election, and he is 
making it a persona) matter. 3 

He sees nothing ahead now but violets 
and primroses, sunshine and happy days. 
There is not a cloud overhead. He consid- 
ers himself as good as elected already.

A bond for the restora- 
tion was given, but after the Columbian 
Exposition a sum of money—I think it wag 
$200,000-—-was given the park board in lieu 
of restoring the park. The board has been 
using that money in connection with the 
regular appropriations and is still doing 
some work in the south part of the park. 

“At Chicago many of the features created 
by the Exposition remain permanent in the 
}restored park. The Wooded Island and the 
Japanese tea houses remain, the German 
building is used as a refectory and the La 
Robida Convent {s used by the Fresh Air 
Fund. The Fine Arts building is now the 
Field Museum of Natural History. The 
general lagoon system was preserved.’ 

D. W. C. Perry, superintendent of land- 
scape gardening at the World’s Fair: “We 
are beginning to plan in regard to the mat- 
ter, but it is hard to tell what will be most 
attractive from a standpoint of landscape 
gardening unti] the buildings are removed. 
That will change the situation so much 
that one cannot figure out with any cer- 
tainty until the land is cleared. The main 
basin could be made permanent, but the 
lagoons would depend largely on how the 
land looks after the buildings are removed. 
The removal of the cascades will make a 
great change. The generai idea as pictured 
by the Post-Dispatch seems good, but I 
can not say now if it would be the best 
way to handle the problem.”’

George Gregory Smith of Florence, who 
is at the Jefferson Hotel, tells the story.
